These tre the hard facts 
Inflation, And the engineering 
workers’ glaim which is 
pected to serve as a pattern for 
other Industries Justines doubts 
that have been expressed about 
the uscfulness of appeals to 
“self-restralnt’” when dealing, 
with on inflation that is in full 
swing. Naturally the Govern- 
ment camot crder the people 
not to ask for more money, In 
the words of its recent state- 
ment on full employment “it can 
only ask those concerned to keep 
the needs of the country as a 
whole In mind and to remem- 
ber the experience of 1946-05 
when prices were driven up by 
about 50 per cent mainly be 
cause incomes rose faster than 
output.” 


Other Demands 


Those who pressed for a wage 
inervase for the engineering 
workers conveniently forgot 
those words—if indeed if they 
ever bothered to read them. 
But thls was not the only de 
mand they urged the union to 
adopt as official policy. 


In additton to the wage In- 
creases the engineers (whether 
they like ft or not) are now 
committed to ask for a 40-hour 
week Instead of a 44-hour 
working week and oa third 
week's holiday with pay, ‘' If 
these demands were met in full 
they would cost the industry an 
extri = £300 million’ ao year— 
mest of which would pre- 
sumably be recouped by raising

These demands bear witness 
to complete Inck of understand- 
ing. by certnin trade union 
elements of tha country's 
economic needs. Their “couldn't 
care less” attitude is strangely 
at variance with thelr own 
Jaterestg—which, ig in the main- 
tenance of full employment. 


The popular version of the 
White Paper teferred io above 
sought—unsuctessfully it now 
seems—to mako this clear, In 
large red type it said: “If prices 
go on rising ahd the value of 
money gocs on: falling it leads 
to soctal unfairness and all 
kinds of ‘economic diMcultics. 

Some 
people get. lefe behind in the 
roca to keep incomes in step 
with prices; ond !t ig not the 
least deservirig who get Test 
behind. Most:{mportant ‘of all 
just now, unless prices in com- 
poting countries are ‘rising as 
fast (end' they arc not) wo are 
ikely to Jose export markets. 
If we do not sell cnourh cxports 
we shail not bo ablo to pay for 
tough Impotly. to keep our 
economic machine going. Our 
hoj of a rising. standard of 
living will grow | less bright, 
Full employment itecif will be 
threatened.”
